case Dunngthe course of the mvesngation, members ofthe Homicide Branch interviewed an 
mdnxfod I hereafter referred to as W-l. During the interview, W-l stated that IT and the decedent

had stepped out of the apartment for a few minutes to discard the trash and when W-l returned 
IT heard voices and a commotion inside of 2300 Good Hope Rd, Southeast, Apartment 829 W-l 
anempted to reenter the apartment but the door was being held shut from the inside W- 1 becan 
to ydl tor help at this poim and the door was opened by an unidentified black male W- 1 was 
then ph>s«all> forced into the apartment by the unidentified black male. W-l was assaulted and 
while being assaulted observed the decedent being assaulted by two other unidentified black

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male subjects. This assault continued and ended when one of the suspects shot the decedent with 
a handgun multiple times and all three of the suspects fled the apartment. 

4. During the interv iew, W-l provided descriptions of these suspects and described their 
actions to detectives. W-l stated that a suspect hereafter referred to as S-l was a black male, tall, 
with dreads, wearing a red vest, approximately 28 years old, strong* big cheeks, fat face, baseball 
cap, armed with a gold colored gun in his left hand. W-l described another suspect hereafter 
referred to as S-2, as a short black male, approximately 20 years old, round face, short hair, 
skinny, black shirt with speckles on it. W-l described a third suspect hereafter referred to as S-3, 
as a black male, dark complexion, white T-shirt with sleeves and wearing a hai. 

5. W-l explained that S-3 was the suspect who was assaulting the decedent along with S- 
1 who had the gun. During the assault S-2 was assaulting W-l and trying to stuff a blanket into 
IT's mouth to silence W-l , who was trying to fight off S-2. It was during this that S-l fired the 
handgun at the decedent multiple times striking the decedent in the chest area. 

6. All three suspects were observed leaving the apartment and entering the stairwell 
across the hall. W- l was able to call for assistance and police and medical personal arrived on the 
scene where they found the decedent directly inside apartment 829. where the assault had taken 
place. The decedent had been shot multiple times and the room had evidence of a struggle and a 
gun being discharged inside the apartment. Three (3) .45 caliber shell casings were recovered 
from inside of the apartment. During the investigation witnesses were interviewed that heard the 
gun shots and one witness heard a person run past their apartment door which is in the opposite 
direction that the other three suspects were observed running by W-l. This is in the direction of 
another stairwell that exits the 8 th floor hallway and leads to other floors in the building. 

7. A review of footage recorded immediately before this shooting; by the building* s 
surveillance cameras at the entrance reveal three male subjects consistent with the description of 
S-l, S-2, and S-3 as provided by W-l. These three male subjects are led in by a fourth individual 
who is a black male, slim build, wearing a black kufi styled head gear, blue jeans, and sneakers. 
This group of four is then observed standing together and conversing while waiting for an 
elevator. All four suspects enter the elevator together moments before the time of the murder. 
Your affiant observed this video and there is a direct correlation from the suspect lookout and 
these suspect observed in the video surveillance as it relates to their clothing, physical

Although W-l ongmally explained IT thought it was a red vest that S-1 

was wearing, it is shown in the video that it clearly is a red shirt. W-l then pointed to the two 

suspects weanng the dark long sleeve shirts and explained that one of those guys with the black 

shm on was stuffing the blanket in W-l's mouth. W-l then pointed to the su^t weeing «S

9 Another video surveillance in the basement captures three of the four subjects that 
were first v.ewed or. the entrance video, now exiting the stairwell on the basement level This is 
the same stairwell that W-l told detectives the three suspects fled into up on the 8* floor This 

wt°firo^' a " Ce , C f PtUrin . e ^ SUSP f L ,S 8 PP roxima *'y (7) minutes after the suspect, 
were first observed entering the front of the building. In this basement video the three suspects 
are now observed exitmg the stair well and running over to the elevator ami then Sing K, . 
hallway that leads to the buildings parking garage area. 

10. When the three suspects came into the basements camera's view it observed the 
shorter black male with short hair, thin build, dark complexion, jeans, sneakers, wearing a dark 
greenish brown shirt that the sleeves came down to the elbow known as S-2 The black male with 
dreads, tall, thin build blue jeans, sneakers and wearing a red shirt with number 1 8 on thVback 
known « S-L Then the taller, heavier, dark complexion black male, with longer dread. wcTng 
a white sh.rt, black and purple baseball cap known as S-3 and now S-3 is carrying a black baa 
that he did not have previously. These are the same suspects that were captured on the video from 
the entry area and elevator area of the building before the murder and know they are observed 
moments after the murder running in the basement with one suspect missing now The susoects 
captured on this footage in both views are consistent with the descriptions provided bv W-lofS 
1, S-2 and S-3, respectively. 



The events and acts described above occurred primarily in the District of Columbia and 
were committed as described by defendant(s) listed in the case caption. 
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1 1. W-l further identified the bag being carried by S-3 on the videotape surveillance 
footage as belonging to the decedent. W-l explained that the decedent, because of his age, had a 
routine where he always kept this bag on the floor near the chair where he always sat. W-l 
reported that IT always saw the bag in this same location. This location is right next to the front 
door, and where W-l reported that the struggle and murder took place. 

12. During the course of the investigation, members of the Homicide Branch produced 
still pictures of the four suspects from the video footage. Detectives showed the photos to an 
individual hereafter referred to as W-2. W-2 viewed the picture and stated that the subject 
standing with S- 1 , S-2 and S-3 was a subject known to W-2. W-2 explained that this subject lives 
at apartment 2300 Good Hope Rd Southeast, Apartment 71 2. W-2 explained that IT sees this 
subject almost every day coming into the building for the last year and knows his last name. 
Detectives had previously researched the arrest subjects from within 2300 Good Hope Rd, 
Southeast and found a Dwight Hicks who lived in apartment 712 and who matched the 
appearance of the fourth subject in video footage who led S-U S-2 and S-3 into the building and 
went with them into the elevator. Detectives showed W-2 a single photo of Dwight Hicks, B/M,

immediately identified Dwight Hicks, PDID 621 860 as the subject who is in the picture elevator 
surveillance photo with S-l* S-2 and S-3 and who lives ir| |Good Hope Rd Southeast, 
Apartment 

13. During the investigation detectives interviewed an individual hereafter referred to as 
W-3. W-3 was shown the still picture from the video surveillance at the elevator and immediately 
advised that the subject standing with S-l, S-2 and S-3 is a subject known to W-3 as "Dwight." 
W-3 explained that IT sees "Dwight" daily and that he is with S-l, S-2 and S-3 approximately 
four times a week inside of apartment 712. W-3 explained that "Dwight" along with S-l, S-2, S- 
3 all are inside of apartment 712 a few times a week. Detectives showed W-3 a single photo of 
Dwight Hicks, B/M, 8/12/1987, PDID 621860 who lives at^^jood Hope Rd Southeast, 
Apartment 7 1 2. W-3 immediately identified Dwight Hicks, PDID 621 860 asthe subject who is 
in the elevator surveil lance picture with S-l, S-2 and S-3 and who lives in| |Good Hope Rd 
Southeast, ApartmentHI 

14. During the course of the investigation, members of the Metropolitan Police 
Department conducted an interview of an individual hereafter referred to as W-4. W-4 explained 

The events and acts described above occurred primarily in the District of Columbia and 
were committed as described by defendants) listed in the case caption. 
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that IT saw three suspects running out of the building from the car garage area shortly after dark 
on the night of the murder. W-4 explained IT saw these suspects ten minutes before police 
arrived to investigate the murder. W-4 explained that IT first heard the exit door to the parking 
garage slam open and saw three suspects running. W-4 thought that a robbery had just occurred 
because the lead suspect was carrying a black bag in his hand. The suspect ran out into the 
parking lot and ran out of sight of W-4 over by the playground area. W-4 described the suspects 
as black males and the lead guy had dreads, was wearing a white T shirt, seemed to be the 
heaviest of the three and he was carrying the black bag with a handle in his right hand. W-4 
stated that it paid close attention to the lead guy and mostly remembers that the last guy was 
shorter, seem young, and had a brownish colored shirt on that the sleeves came down to his 
elbows. The guy in the middle seemed tall and all three suspects were running together, 

15. On Thursday, June 30, 201 1, your affiant also observed the individual Dwight Hicks 
jtoo was previously identified in the surveillance video. Mr, Hicks was exiting the lobby area of 
^■Good Hope Rd SE, Washington DC and he was observed wearing the same black Kufi 
style hat that he was wearing in the surveillance video on the night of the murder. 

16. Detectivesconducted a background check on Dwight Hicks and learned that he has 
been arrested at | |Good Hope Rd Southeast and has listed his home address as | |Oood 
Hope Rd Southeast, Apartment | | Washington, DC, to police in the last year. Detectives also 
researched building management records and learned that| |Good Hope Rd Southeast, 
Apartment | |. Washington, DC, is registered to the Hicks family. 

17. OnThursday, July 7, 201 1, members of the Homicide Branch executed a search 
warrant at^HGood Hope Rd Southeast, Apartment Washington, DC. The search of the 
residence revealed a black bag containing personal paperwork belonging to the decedent, 

18. During the investigation detectives interviewed an individual hereafter referred to as 
W-5. W-5 was shown the picture from the elevator surveillance video. W-5 identified the suspect 
who was a light complexion black male, slim build, wearing a black kufi styled head gear blue 
jeans, and siw;akersas Dwight Hicks, B/M, 8/12/1987, PDID 621860. W-5 was asked if Dwight 
Hicks came to^HGood Hope Rd Southeast Apartment ■ the night of the murder W-5 
stated that Dwight Hicks did not but he does go to Mi Good Hope Rd Southeast, Apartment 
occasionally.

Subscribed and sworn before me this 18 day of July, 2011 
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19. It is the undersigned's belief that all four suspects were acting in concert during the 
commission of this homicide. Ail four suspects arc observed entering the building together prior 
to the shooting. These four suspects are observed conversing with each other and getting on the 
elevator together moments before the murder. A short time after the shooting the same three of 
the four suspects arc captured on video surveillance running together and in possession of the 
Mack bag that W-l identified as being the decedents. Witnesses also confirm that the suspects are 
fnends or family to each other and those witnesses have observed them together. It was also 
established through this investigation that Dwight Hicks did not go to ■■Good Hope Rd 
Southeast, Apartment | | Washington, DC, the night of the murder. 

20. During the investigation detectives interviewed an individual hereafter referred to as 
W-6. W-6 was interviewed and shown the surveillance video from before the murder. W-6 was 
able to identify all four suspects in the video. 

21 . W-6 Identified the suspect with short hair, wearing the green long sleeve shirt in the 
surveillance video as a subject known as "Tony." Detectives were aware of this name and were 
able to show W-6 a single confirmation photo of the subject known as "Tony." W-6 identified 
the subject in the photo as the same person in the surveillance video with short hair and wearing 
the green long sleeve shirt. The subject identified is Anthony Thomas, B/M, 9/3/1988, PDID 
563210. 

22. W-6 Identified the suspect wearing the white T-shirt in the surveillance video as a 
subject known as "Sticky." Detectives were aware of this nickname and were able to show W-6 a 
single confirmation photo of the subject known as "Sticky." W-6 identified the subject in the 
photo as the same person in the surveillance video wearing the white T-shirt. The subject 
identified is James Brewer, B/M, 8/1 8/1986, PDID 520425. 

23. W-6 Identified the light complexion, B/M, wearing the black long sleeve shin and 
black kufi suspect in the surveillance video as Dwight Hicks. A single confirmation photo was 
shown and W-6 identified Dwight Hicks, B/M, 8/12/1 987, PDID 62 1 860. 

24. W-6 Identified the light complexion, B/M, wearing the red T-shirt with the number 
"1 8" on it as a subject known as "Steve." 



The events and acts described above occurred primarily in the District of Columbia and 
were committed as described by defendants) listed in the ease caption. 
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25. A WALES/MPD Colombo check of James Brewer was conducted to confirm his 
identity. The listed identifying information was confirmed about Mr. Brewer; James Brewer, 
B'M, 08/18/1986, PDID 520425. 



ARREST, ESCAPE. AND RE- ARREST OF JAMES BREWER 

26. On July 14, 201 i, James Brewer was arrested pursuant to Criminal Warrant No. 
201 1 CRW002293 for First Degree Murder while Armed {Felony Murder) in Newport News, 
Virginia. On Jury 14, 2011. he was presented in U.S. District Court for the Eastern District of 
Virginia, and subsequently transported to the District of Columbia for presentment in D.C 
Superior Court. 

27. After his entry into the courthouse on Jury 15, 201 1 but prior to presentment in D.C. 
Superior Court, Brewer escaped custody by switching klentification bracelets with another 
defendant who had been arrested on a misdemeanor offense. When that arrested defendant's 
case was called, Brewer answered and posed as the other arrested defendant The government 
did not seek a hold with respect to the defendant who had been arrested on the misdemeanor 
offense, and the Court released him. Accordingly, Brewer escaped from custody by posing as 
someone else. On July 15, 201 1, the Hon. Herbert B. Dixon, Jr., signed a second, as of yet 
unnumbered, arrest warrant for James Brewer for First Degree Murder while Armed (Felony 
Murder). 

28. On Jury 16, 2011, Brewer voluntarily surrendered to the U.S. Marshal's Service. 
When Brewer presented himself, he had shaved his hair.
